Science modernizing 

The science department has discovered a lesson in human nature. It 
tried a new way of teaching "self-paced biology", which is, as it im¬ 
plies, an individually paced course. A student did a "modular packet" 
and was then tested on the material. It didn't work quite as planned. 
Some students learned only to pass tests. There was no pressure to 
learn, so the department switched back to a regular biology class. Now 
students can get more individual attention, and, since they are learn¬ 
ing together, they can also study together. (The old "two heads are 
better than one ' theory). 

The science and math departments have pooled their recourses to cre¬ 
ate a new class combining physics and calculus.

5. Make a decision to retain or release the student 
at the time of his evaluation. 

The school-year commitment is the most common 
type of participation by employers because it gives 
the employer a greater opportunity to use the train¬ 
ing he has provided the student. A procedure is set 
up for the employer or the student to terminate 
their contract by mutual agreement because of cir¬ 
cumstances beyond the control of the parties 
involved.

"'Let my people go" was the cry at the Soviet Jewry rally 
held in October. 


Paul Gertler, Nicolet senior and co-chairman ot the Jew¬ 
ish youth committee on Soviet Jewry, explains, "The 
basic idea of the rally was to protest the "brain tax" 
placed on the Jews in the Soviet Union. That is, if a Jew 
would want to leave the country, he would have to pay 
back the price of his education to the government. The¬ 
oretically, education is free in Russia." 

1,500 Milwaukeeans marched from the War Memorial 




Center to the Civic Center where several speeches were 
made. One of the speakers was Judy Shapiro, the wife 
of a political prisoner in Russia. 


Another goal of the rally was to voice approval of a peti¬ 
tion asking the U.S. not to sell grain to the U.S.S.R. 
Apparently the Soviets took the money from the "brain 
taxes" to pay for the grain. 

Ronnie Jay, the other youth organizer, said, "We didn't 
get the turnout we exp>ected, therefore the press cover¬ 
age wasn't too extensive. However, across the nation, 
these rallies have been extremely successful. The Sovi¬ 
ets are sensitive to public opinion, they do hear us. Little 
by little, they are letting our people go." 
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Ulichny campaign sparks student involvement 


This year was an election year and Nicolet 
played a large part in both local and nation¬ 
al elections. One campaign of interest at 
Nicolet was that of Mrs. Ulichny, a social 
studies teacher, who ran for the 10th dis¬ 
trict assembly against James Sensenbren- 
ner.

This is the way Drill Team gets direc¬ 
tion for a routine known to them as 
Paper Cup: Eight count bounce, pom 
poms on seat, head down. First two 
people at peak of V's turn toward in¬ 
side and shake pom poms over head. 
Next groups turn on their beat. Ten 
overhead V shakes (right shake, right 
foot steps over left). Group one and 
two start with right. And groups three 
and four left. Move to formation two. 
Four straight leg kicks starting on 
right leg. Lines A and C connect. 
Turn: Step on right, punch in front 
turn to left swish down and up. Done 
twice, some groups turn once, some 
turn twice. Sixteen moonwalks — start 
with right hand and foot. First eight 
bounces stays in position as in dia¬ 
gram two. On last eight . . . five, six 
(hold), seven, turn on eight (toward 
center) and connect. Starting with 
right leg four straight leg kicks, lunge 
to direction you're moving with same 
hand in front as direction. Step: 
lunge, clap hands above head twice. 
Lunge, clap once, connect. Continue 
in same direction eight straight leg 
kicks. On count seven, disconnect, on 
eight all turn to away side. Kick: 
apart, cross (left over right) turn on 
third beat apart, together, kick right, 
left. Repeat end up facing south bas¬ 
ket. Five kicks. Odd number — right 
hand extended, left foot back right 
hand on hip. Shake pom pom, on 
beat. (24 counts) — evens follow op¬ 
posite of the odds.
